MRS. GEORGE BLASE IS DYING 
WITH THE GLANDEBS. 


HER CHILD ALREADY DEAD. 


The Dread Disease Was Communicated 
by a Sick Horse Sneezing in 
the Child’s Face. 


One of the children of George Blase, a 
gardener at 3412 Oak Hill avenue, died Tues- 
day afternoon of glanders, 

Mrs. Blase was also stricken with the un- 
usual and horrible disease shortly after it 
had seized upon the child. Her condition 
is critical. 

Glanders in its acute form is a disease so 
rare among human beings that its suc- 
cessful treatment is almost impossible. Its 
results are so frightful as to make of the 
victim an object more repulsive than the 
victim of leprosy. 

The agony attending it is excruciating. 
It ends in death. 

Word of the appearance of the disease in 
the Blase family reached Health Commis- 
aloner Starkloff Wednesday afternoon. He 
at once dispatched Chief Dispensary Physi- 
clan Jordan to the Blase residence to guard 
against the further transmission of the dis- 
ease 

When Dr. Jordan reached the house this 
afternoon he found that besides the moth- 
er, her youngest child, a boy 2 years old, 
was beginning to show symptoms of the 
disease. The house will be quarantined. 

The disease was transmitted to the Blase 
family from a horse used in marketing the 
garden produce. This animal had been ail- 
ing several days. 

It was impossible to discover the nature 
of the disease, and the danger to which 
everyone who came near the animal was 
exposed, was unsuspected. . 

The animal r iained in its stable, the ex- 
halations impregnating the atmosphere of 
the stable with the poison. The child, 
who afterward fella victim was in the habit 
of playing in the stable and caressing the 
horse. 

Several days ago the child became il. It 
complained of pain in the limbs and joints, 
and especiaily of pain in a little sore on its 
right hand, which soon became inflamed 
and swollen. 

An ulcer formed from which oozed an 
offensive discharge. The child rapidly grew 
worse and a physician who was summoned 
at once discovered that it was suffering 
from an acute case of glanders. 

The first symptoms were speedily followed 
by the appearafice of red pustules, which 
finally broke, discharging a thick mucous 
fluid. The mucous membrane of the nose 
became affected, the nose was swollen and 
the discharge was more offensive than that 
from the ulcers. 

Gradually the disease spread into the 
throat, the mouth and the eyes’, and the en- 
tire face became swollen. 

The rapidity of the disease was such that 
within five davs from the time the first 
symptoms appeared the child was dead. 

The same symptoms as marked the dis- 
ease in the child soon appeared in the 
mother. Their progress was less rapid than 
in the case of the child, but they were even 
more severe. 

Mrs. Biase was almost in the state of 
extreme prostration Wednesday that marks 
the fatal termination of the disease. 

So great is the danger of the spread of the 
diseuse among horses that at its first ap- 

sarence the animal afflicted.is at once 

illed. 

While cases of the transmission of gland- 
ers from one person to another are uncom- 
mon, it had occurred in the Blase family 
and Dr. Starklof determined to take pre- 
cautions. 

To accomplish this it was necessary to 
thoroughly fumigate and disinfect the en- 
tire surroundings at the place.

CONFESSED PERJURY. 


Sensational Statement of Mattie Over- 
man About Dr. Brown’s Case. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 19.—Mattie 
Overman, who ‘figured go conspicuously 
and unenviably in the Brown church scan- 
dal, has made a confession in which she 


declares that*she is a perjurer and that Dr. 
Brown is all his enemies represented him 
to be. This startling admission of Miss 
Overman, made after months of silence, 
and after Dr. Brown has taken up a new 
home in a new field, has reopened the en- 
tire case. 

The woman's confession has been fully 
considered by the ministers and laymen 
that formed the trial court. Mrs. Tun- 
nell has gone before the members of the 
ecclesiastical court and has corroborated 
all that Miss Overman confessed.

SOLDIERS ON WHEELS. 


Gratifying Results of Experiments 
Out West. 


HELENA, Mont., Aug. 19.—Lieut. Moss, 
2th United States Infantry, and eight 
soldiers, heavily accoutered and carrying 
four days’ rations, covered the distance 
between Fort Missoula and Harrison, 132 
miles, including the passage of Rocky 
Range, in twenty-two hours on bicycles. 
The heaviest wheel with pack and rider 
weighed 272 pounds, lightest 202 pounds; 
average weight 240. 

This is the first detachment put on the 
road by the United States Army to test 
the practicability of the bicycle as a ma- 
chine for military purposes in a mountain 
country. The tour entered upon covers 
1,000 miles, including a round of ‘the Na- 
tlonal Park, return to this point, run to 
Fort Assinnaboine, Northern Montana and 
back by way of Fort Harrison to Fort 
Missoula.

TO A CAMPAIGN SLANDER. 


SOURCES OF HIS INCOME. 


He Was Never in His Life in the Em- 
ploy of Mine Owners, Directly 
or Indirectly. 


UPPER RED HOOK, N. Y., Aug. 19.—Wm. 
J. Bryan, for the first time since Senator 
John M. Thurston, as alleged, declared that 
he (Bryan) was Ri the employ of mine own- 
ers, made an official denial, coupled with a 
challenge to the Nationa] Republican Com- 


mittee to come out in the open and accuse 
him or forever be silent. Mr. Bryan’s at- 
tention had been called to the controversy 
between Senators Thurston and Stewart and 
he determined to settle the matter if possi- 
ble. He, therefore, demands an open charge, 
which, he says, he will refute with details of 
his private life and his financial affairs, or 
silence. He said: 

“I have already denied this charge on 
several occasions, but the reiteration of it 
by Senator Thurston, a distinguished rest- 
dent of my own State, justifies me in 
answering it again. I have never at any 
time or under any circumstances been ‘in 
the employ of any mine owners individually 
or collectively, directly or indirectly, 
have I been in the employ of, or paid 
by any Bimetallic League Association. 
Aside from my editoria)]) salary of about 
$150 per month paid by the Omaha World- 
Herald, and a small amolunt derived from 
the legal profession, my income since my re- 
tirement from Congress has been derived 
entirely from lectures before Chautauqua 
Lyceum and lecture bureaus, which have 
usually paid me a fixed sum, and from 
contributions made by people of the local- 
ities where I have spoken. In some in- 
stances, I have received nothing at all. In 
most cases I have received more than 
enough to pay traveling expenses. In only 
two instances, I think, has my compensa- 
tion exceeded $100, and in these instances 
it was about $200 at one place and about 
$300 at the other. 

‘The first platform on which I ran for 
Congress in 1890, before I was known po- 
litically outside of my State, contained a 
free coinage plank and my Republican op- 
ponent that year was an advocate of free 
coinage. In the campaign of 1892 I again 
ran on a freé coinage platform. In 18% I 


again ran on a free coinage platform, and: 


my opponent for the Senate, Mr. Thurston, 
while opposing unlimited coinage at 16 to l 
insisted that he favered bimetallism. i 
wrote the free colnage “plank on whieh I 
ran in 1890, and the free coinage planks in 
the Nebraska State platforms in 1891, 
and 1896, and tried to secure the adoption of 
free coinage planks in the State platform 
in 1892 and 1893.. I only mention this to 
show that my advocacy of free silver is 
not of recent date. 

‘“‘Having made this answer to Mr. Thurs- 
ton’s letter, I shall hereafter take no notice 
of individual or newspaper comment on the 
subject. If the Republican National Com- 
mittee will say officially that I have ever 
been employed to deliver speeches by any 
mine owner, a group of mine owners or by 
any association supported by mine owners, 
I am ready to make a statement showing 
in detail all money received by me for 
speech-making.”’ 


FLAGSHIP FIRED UPON. 


Remarkable Mistake Made by Gunners 
of the French Navy. 


PARIS, Aug. 19.—During the artillery 
practice of the French Mediterranean 
squadron yesterday, off Toulon, says a dis- 
patch from that city, Admiral Gervais 


and his staff had a narrow escape. Instead 
of aiming at a target which was being 
towed 500 yards behind the flagship Bren- 
nus, a battleship of 11,000 tons displacement, 
the cruiser Vantour turned her quick fire 
guns on the flagship for some time. The 
shots rained around Admiral Gervais and 
his staff and theér escape was a miracle. 
The glass in the Admiral’s tower was rid- 
died and a sailor was wounded. There is

It has been days upon 
days since I have had half an hour’s sleep 
at a.time. I cannot lie down because it 
makes me cough, so that I tannot bear it. 

‘There were seven families of the Lom- 
bards, which was my grandfather’s name. 
They weré very well off and very charitable. 
Whenever any one was in trouble or dis- 
tress they went to the Lombards and always 
got assistance. 

“In my boyhood I was taken from school 
in the East and went to live with my 
grandfather’ near Memphis.

Mr. Filley Leads Off in a Talk for the

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Aug. 19.—At 1:30 
o’clock Chauncey I. Filley, chairman of the 
State Committee, began his “We've Got 
'Em” speech. He spoke in the tent in which 
the brief sessions of the State League Con- 
vention were neld. About 2,000 people were 
present. The speech was @ characteristic 
effort. It was not received with any great 
degree of enthusiasm, On the platform when 
Filley began talking were Gen. John R, 
Thomas of Illinois, Robert E. i.ewis, nom- 
inee for Governor; Webster Davis, Con- 
gressman Crowther, Congressman Clark, 
two or three colored brothers and a dozen 
or two Filley men, The burden of “De Ole 
Man’s” song was the tariff.

Missouri’s Republican Orators Mean 
to Avoid the Money Question. .

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Aug. 19.—The Re- 
publican campaign in Missouri is to be an 
apologetic one.

Four nominees on the Republican State 
ticket—R. E. Lewis, A. C. Pettijohn, Perry 
Freeman and Herman Stille—met last night 
with Secretary Griffin of the State Commit- 
tee to discuss their plans for the campaign. 

It was decided that for a time Mr. Lewis 
should do most of the talking for the ticket. 
The other nominees will assist in the work 
of organization and a little later will take 
the stump. 

Last night Candidate Lewis made up his 
speaking itinerary from Aug. 21 to Sept. 19. 

After he concludes his present itinerary at 
Hermann he will rest for a few days and will 
then, start his campaign in Southern Mis- 
souri. 

The Republicans have decided to spend 
most of their time north of the Missouri 
River. The southwestern and southern part 
of the State they claim is in good shape 
and needs very little attention. North of 
the river things are not in such good shape.

THEIR MEETING BROKEN UP. 


Police Prevented Violence, but the 
Uproar Was So Great That the 
Army Returned to Barracks. 


There was order on the streets of Belle- 
ville Tuesday night. It lasted fifteen min- 
utes and then there was disorder, which 
lasted a corcesponding period of time. 

The army left its barracks earlier than 
usual, and marched through First street 
to Illinois and up Illinois to the square. Al- 
most the entire police force, under com- 
mand of Chief Obst, was on the spot, and 
the march was as quiet as a funeral pro- 
cession, Lilinois street being kept clear from 


curb to curb. 

Just as the 
a horse driven by two ladies ran over a 
couple of men, knocking them down, and 
that created momentary excitement, but 
outside of that there was not the slightest 
commotion. 

The army made a partial detour of the 
square and coming to a stop in front of the 
court-house, mounted the steps and took 
up the same position held by them one 
week before when they had their two-hours’ 
siege with the mob... 

This time, however, the police formed a 
semi-circle at the foot of the steps and 
kept the crowd from surrounding them. 
For fifteen minutes there was absolute 
quiet, save for the occasional yelp of a 
small boy on the border of the dense crowd, 
which had gathered to see the unwonted 
spectacie of the police force doing some- 
thing and the songs of the salvationists 
floated out over the square, clear and dis- 
unct. 


soldiers entered the square 


Then Hans Schwarz, the Anarchist edi- 
tor, who led the mob a week ago, accom- 
panied by a couple of friends, elbowed his 
Way up to within .a few feet of the line of 
police and began to incite a demonstration. 
As soon as his hoarse voice was recognized 
the hoodlums congregated around hm, their 
acknowledged leader, and after that he had 
things all his own way. 

“Hurrah fuer die silver und gold’ he 
shouted by way of getting things started, 
and the crowd yelled. 

“Hurrah fuer die polizel,”’ he cried next 
and the cry was caught up. 

Then in succession he proposed three 
cheers for everything and everybody not 
in harmony with his ideas of decency and 
propriety. Mayor Fritz Sunkel, Chief Fritz 
Obst, the St. Louis newspapers and their 
Belleville reporters came in for their share 
of attention. 

A chorus of German doggerel set to the 
tune of “‘Marching Through Georgia’ was 
then started by Schwarz and caught up and 
repeated over and over again by the crowd. 
After that all restraint was at an end. The 
crowd howled and hooted until it was 
hoarse and in the intervals Schwarz yelled 
vulgar abuse at the Salvationists on the 
steps. 

The mob surged up around the police and 
shouted in their ears. They stood like wood- 
en men and did nothing. Chief Obst was 
amg in command and they looked to 

im to take the initiative. 

He had the usual bucket of water on each 
shoulder and was fearful of spilling it or 
else he was not in sufficient doubt to do 
his duty. The officers looked to him .repeat- 
edly for directions, but his ears were 
stopped with City Hall cotton. He seemed to 
be in a trance. 

The only time he gave any indication of 
possessing life was when a citizen and tax- 

ayer pushed his way to the side of the 
ead of the police department and demanded 
40 know why he did not arrest Schwarz. 
The Chief violently thrust the citizen away 
from him and the uproar’ continued. 

After repeated futile attempts to make 
himself heard, Capt. Anderson, at 8:15, gave 
the signal to retreat to the barracks, the 
drum answered back with march-beats, and 
the soldiers fell into line. A passage was 
cleared by the police from the steps to the 
corner, but they moved about so like anto- 
matons that the crowd began to close in 
and almost broke up the rear of the col- 
umn. 


The usual mob of several hundred fol- 
lowed the soldiers back to the barracks, 
howling and hooting and jeering at every 
step, but the police did nothing. In the 
darkness of First street a rock was thrown 
which struck one of th® marching women 
and a quid of tobacco was dashed into the 
face of one of the male soldiers. 

The crowd gathered around the barracks, 
but the police contented themselves with 
keeping the sidewalk.partly open. 

_ During the day Mayor = nkel had eent for 
Capt. Anderson, and guuranteed him pro- 
tection in the most unequivocal language, 
without imposing the slightest condition 
upon him. his was in compliance with the 
advice of State’s Attorney Schaefer, who 
told His Honor that he could not maintain 
his position of protecting the fire and blood 
oere only on certain streets and certain 
n S. 

ayor Sunkel was in the crowd on the 
equare in the evening grinning his appre- 
ciation and approbation of the performance. 

Everybody in Belleville — ayy the out- 
breaks which have disgraced the town and 
made its namt a byword all over the coun- 
try to be firmly put down Tuesday night. 
The pases have shown in the past that they 
could control the mob when they were dis- 

osed to. They could have done so in this 
netance, 

The fact is the Chief thought the mere 
presence of the police would be all that 
was needful and when the necessity arose 
for action the fear of the cheap abuse of 
lIians Schwarz deterred him from doing 
his plain duty. 

A fev days ago the humorous Chief told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter how he was going 
to quell the rioters the next time the sol- 
diers came out. 

“I'll get me three cigars,”’ Mr. Obst said 
in his naive way, “and I will get in my 
pussy and drive up there on the square and 
I will just sit there and smoke my cigars, 
and”’—sinking his voice to a hoarse stage 
whisper—“‘you won’t hear a sound. I know 
how to keep order, you bet. 

Tuesday night the Chief left his buggy 
Standing at the.station and went up to the 
aquare at the head of the police force of 
the city and he didn't succeed in keeping 
order., It may be that he forgot his cigars.

He points out that the legislation in dif- 
ferent States, though widely sepa:ated and 
representing both the oldest and tewest 
civilization, strongly shows the cssential 
unity of this country in dealing with the 
same problems that confront all -he States;

laws show only profound peace and general 
prosperity. Discontent does not affect 
legislation. 
he most important and longest part of 

the address is devoted to railway reorgani- 
zation. It is based upon a statute of Ken- 
tucky which for the first time attempts to 
deal with this subject and which the ad- 
dress considers as a step in the right di- 
rection, as it enables the courts to protect 
the interests of investors by making every 
reorganization of a railway the subject of 
judicial investigation and securing for every 
interest a hearing. The address points out 
that the great railway systems of this 
country have been built up and equipped 
with borrowed capital. Many of the se- 
curities represent investments of more than 
their face value. Capital stock has been 
frequently issued without payment, often 
as a bonus to go with the bonds. In this 
way the money of creditors has been in- 
vested and the control of the property re- 
tained by the debtor—the railway company. 

The failure of a railway company finds 
the managers united and fully prepared 
for the emergency which they inevitably 
have foreseen, while it finds the creditors 
scattered, ignorant and frightened and en- 
tirely unready to act. What has happened 
in ag a! We have seen the managers, 
while stoutly denying up to the last mo- 
ment that any such step was contemplated 
or that the property was in any way em- 
barrassed, secretly prepare a bill in equity 
and without notice to any one interested 
file it in a court of the Dnited States, 
asking for the appointment of receivers. 
As a matter of fact, in every case the 
proceedings have been collusive. The man- 
agers of the insolvent company have con- 
trolled both sides of the litigation. The 
selection of receivers is a matter of the 
deepest concern to a great many persons. 
There should be no undue haste in the 
choice of such officers. A restraining order 
will hold everything until after notice and 
hearing, leaving the property meanwhile 
to be managed by its officers as before. 
Every bankrupt or insolvent law that we 
have known has left the choice of assignees 
to the creditors, and no reason exists for 
not applying this rule to railway receiver- 


ships.

“On the upper lip was a slight mustache 
plainly outlined, while all over face a 
straggling beard was discernible. 

“There were no teeth in the gums; in fact 
the abnormal development seemed to be 
confined to the brain and skull, the facial 
expression having been formed by mental 
process. 

“The ant r and posterior fontelle were 
as fully d loped as in a person 75 years 
old. I examined these fontelle carefully 
and could detect where the cavities had 
been, and could see that they had not 
filled naturally. They were filled slightly 
below the line of formation. The plate cov- 
ering the cavity where the fontelle had 
been was perfectly solid. In fact all the 
bones in the child’s head, and especially in 
the upper part, were extremely hard, and 
from the appearance and touch, I should 
say brittle and chalky as an aged person s. 

‘“‘When the strange being first entered the 
Dispensary and I saw the expression of the 
eyes I thought the child was insane. In 
fact, I entered the case as one of infantile 
insanity on the Dispensary books, Since 
I have learned the full history of the case 
I am convinced that my hasty diagnosis 
was partially correct. : 

“The child was insane, though it was not 
the idfocy of the infant, but the imbecility 
of old age. The head had developed so rap- 
idly that the gray matter in the brain had 
no time to perform its functions. If the 
body had afforded enough sustenance I 
am inclined to think that the child’s mind 
would have cleared and it might have be- 
come phenomenally bright, though that is 
a speculation that will hardly stand analy- 
sis. However, the child is dead and we can 
only class it as one of the freaks that na- 
ture puts forth in an experimental mood,” 


Dr. Randall knew nothing of the history 
of the child’s parents when he formed his 
theory about it, but later he investigated 
and found further food for thought in 
prenatal conditions and hereditary pecu- 
liarities. 

Enoch Burch. and his wife and their three 
surviving children live in a cabin on the 
river bank almost due east of the Central 
gate of Bellefontaine Cemetery. It is an 
isolated spot and beautiful in a grand and 
somber way. The river washes the bluff 
banks 40 feet below the doorway, and 
across the expanse of tawny, turbid water 
are the flat sands and green brushwood of 
an island. The Eads bridge looms up dim 
and hazy against the southern horizon, and 
to the north and west are woods broken 
here and there by a patch of corn. 

Burch 1s a little sinewy man, intelligent 
beyond the average fisherman, and pleas- 
ant of manner. His wife is a strong sym- 
metrically formed young woman apparent- 
ly well equipped for the duties of ma- 
ternity. 

The couple told of the birth of Sherman 
Robert without reserve. - He was one of 
twins. The other was a girl, born dead. 
Sherman Robert was born with a caul, or 
veil, which in many countries is suppo 
to give a child the gift of prophecy and in 
others is believed to be a guaranty of 
immunity from death by drowning. 

The mother carried the twins the custo- 
mary time and noticed no unusual condl- 
tions in herself during pregnancy. 

A short time before she was confined, 
however, she fell in a creek which flows 
near their house. She was standing in a 
boat and tumbled out head first. Her feet 
caught on the gunwale and she climbed 
back before the lower part of her body 
was submerged. 

Shortly before then she was frightened 
by some negroes following her as she was 
passing through a field. She says that the 
fright was not attended by a shock and she 
does not believe it had any influence on the 
babes she was carrying. 

Mrs. Burch is of German lineage. The 
females of her family were never prolific, 
she having broken the record by giving 
birth to five children in six years. She says 
too that she has been better equipped for 
motherhood than any of her kin, she being 
the first in many generations to nurse her 
own offspring. Bhe quantity and quality 
of her milk has degenerated steadily, how- 
ever, and it was so scant and poor the last 
time that Sherman Robert had to be fed 
artificially. 

“The baby was unusually. bright,” said 
the father. “He began to notice almost 
as soon as he was born, and by the time 
he was a week old he seemed to know as 
much as his older brother, who was about 
a year old. He didn’t try to talk, but he 
would look at you like he knew what you 
were thinking about. He never did look 
like a child nor act like one. He was 
like a little old woman. He was sickly 
from the first, and we tried everything 
we could to bring him out, but it was 
no use. It looked like he was born just 

here a little while aud then £o 
away. About two months ago his mind 
began to fail, and he was never right bright 
after that. One doctor said he had con- 
sumption, and there was consumption in 
my wife’s family, so 1 guess that was the 
trouble.’’ 

Dr. Randall is positive that the child did 
not have consumption. It did not cough 
and had no other indication of a pulmonary 
affection. 

There will be no autopsy on the child 
who died of old age. he doctors who 
know of the case say that, while it would 
be interesting, it would not serve any good 
purpose. The case was a freak, like a two- 
headed calf or a three-eyed pig, interest- 
ing because of its rarity and affording 
food for speculation as to why Mother 
Nature sometimes departs from her fixed 
and settled rules.

NO DECEPTION. 


» No ballot under the caption “National 


“cratic Party” can go on the general 
1 ballot in any State having a 
rehensive election law. In aj] such 
es it is declared that ballots under 
eaption calculated to mislead or de- 
ive voters shall be thrown out by the 
idges of election as fraudulent. The 
iatural and logical presumption will be 
that the constituted authorities charged 
with the preparation of the official bal- 
lot in all such States, shall exercise the 
power of excluding all such ballots as are 
designed and calculated to mislead 
voters. All such laws contemplate the 
lodgment of such power with the desig- 
nated officers, for it cannot be supposed 
that the law aims only to correct the 
fraud after it is committed. The object 
of the law is to prevent fraud without 
the disfranchisement of voters. 

The Missouri election law is explicit in 
relation to such contemplated fraud. Sec. 
4671, after setting out what the ballot 
shall contain, says: 

Each ballot may bear a plain written or 
printed caption thereon, expressing its po- 
litical character, but on all such ballots 
the caption or head-lines shall not, in any 
manner, be designed to mislead the voter 
as to the name or names. Any ballot not 
conforming to the provisions of this chapter 
shall be considered fraudulent.

' Such a misleading name as “National 


Democratic’ can be placed on the Mis- 
souri official ballot. Further than this, 
the Wall Street Democrats are not en- 
titled to recognition on the official ballot, 
In this or any other State, save as a 
faction bolting the Democratic party for 
the purpose of supporting-the gold stan- 
dard, Any caption upon their ticket, as 
it may appear on the official ballot, which 
would fail to set out this fact strongly 
and clearly for the information and guid- 
ance of the elector would be false and 
misleading, calculated to deceive and lead 
to the disfranchisement of voters. 

The object of all election laws is to 
enable the voter to vote and have his 
vote counted. Where such laws are intel- 
ligentiy and conscientiously enforced the 
object kept in view is not to prevent 
fraud by throwing illegal ballets out, 
but to keep them from getting In. And 
that is why, in all such laws, the super- 
visory and mandatory powers of the re- 
viewing officer or officers are so large.

PANICS AND THEIR CAUSES. 

Whenever a panic occurs in this coun- 
try or any other, it is due to the attempt 
to make credit do the work of cash. 

Whatever may be the immediate and 
incidental cause, this is the effective one 
which has produced every panic from the 
first and greatest of modern times to the 
latest which followed in America the 
proclamation of three years ago against 
silver. 

The celebrated John Law panic followed 
immediately on the first really systematic 
attempt to “monetize credit,” and it 
brought almost as much misery in its 
train as a destructive war. It was not 
characterized, however, by an attempt 
to demonetize cash. That most potent 
cause of modern panics was not oper- 
ative in Law’s time. He brought about 
his panic by attempting to remedy an 
existing cash shortage by floating credit 
paper into circulation and trying to make 
it do the work of cash. This discovery 
is more modern and it is characteristic 
of what is now the English system of a 
banking control of the medium of ex- 
change—a system which is undoubtedly 
the most efficient scheme of robbing the 
people, of oppressing labor and taking 
unjust toll from trade, ever devised by 
the ingenuity of the human intellect. 
Under this plan, the supply of cash is so 
far restricted that a demand is created 
for the circulation of credit paper and the 
system requires that at all times cash in 
actual circulation shall be no more than 
enough to make clearings on an increas- 
ing volume of credits. 

Hence it is the most dangerous system 
possible for business and the fact that 
the credit paper circulating as cash is 
generally paid or “cleared” in cash does 
not make it less so. The entire volume 
of credit spaper is added to the debt of 
the community. In order to keep it 
afioat, the supply of cash in circulation 
is restricted. When a stringency comes, 
it means a general call for cash to make 
good the credits. It thus means that the 
“sound banker” must do his best to draw 
all possible cash into his reserve in order 
to meet the increasing pressure on his 
outstanding credit paper. 

At such times as this, the real char- 
acter of the bank note “based on gold”’ 
is revealed. It is not money at all and is 
not based on gold at all, but being a 
part of a floating debt, it increases the 
pressure for gold. The honesty of the 
banker and his deternifmation that his 
notes shall not go to protest forces him 
to corner gold as far as he can that his 
reserves of gold may be equal to the 
demands upon them. He also calls in his 
notes as far as he can, if he be “an 
honest and safe man.” Thus his very 
reliability increases the stringency by de- 
creasing the amount of cash in actual 
circulation, while on the one hand if 
the credit paper can be met, its volume 
is also restricted, and on the other it 
is sure to collapse if it is too far inflated 
to be met. 

The panic is thus absolutely inseparable 
from every attempt to “monetize credit.” 
The paradox involved in the attempt is 
so clear that it would long ago have con- 
demned the system but for the enormous 
profits the money-dealing classes can 
make while they are allowed to restrict 
cash circulation and lend out their own 
notes as cash—that is, to have their own 
private debts, issued as currency, treated 
as safer than silver and worth as much at 
interest as gold, 

The delusion that this is “sound 
finance” and “honest money” possesses 
some disinterested men who are otherwise 
sane, but it is certainly the most ex- 
traordinary delusion of the nineteenth 
century. It haS brought on England 
ever since the beginning of the century 
an average of one panic for every ten 
years and these panics must certainly 
continue while England allows its supply 
of cash to be shortened and kept short in 
order to keep bank notes—mere credit 
paper representing debt—afloat as the 
principal part of its currency. 

We have had panics in sympathy with 
England and will continue to have them 
if we surrender to the attempt to keep 
the more plentiful and useful of the 
precious metals demonetized in order to 
monetize the silk paper on which cor- 
porations print the debts—the deficits, the 
dollars of ‘ hundred cents less than 
nothing at all—they wish to lend out to 
the. business community at’ the highest 
possible rate of interest they can force 
by the forced restriction of the supply 
of actual cash. 
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WHAT TO DO AT BELLEVILLE. 

It is hardly to be supposed that Gov. 
Altgeld, who, throughout the trial of the 
Chicago Anarchists, maintained the right 
of peaceable assembly, could find excuse 
for the arbitrary and despotic action of 
the municipal authorities of Belleville. 
We have nothing to do with the mob. 
It is the men responsible for the admin: 
istration and enforcement of the law at 
Belleville with whom we have to deal. 

Some time and more words have been 
wasted in appeal to the Intelligence and 
patriotism of the Belleville mob. But 
the State of Illinois has guaranteed to 
the county of St. Clair a republican form 
of government. The laws of the State 
are supreme., The Sheriff of St. Clair 
County is a State officer. He is a subordi- 
nate of the Governor of Llinols and sub- 
ject to his orders. He can maintain the 
peace and enforce the law in Belleville. 
As the case stands neither the peace is 
maintained nor the law enforced. The 
right of peaceable assembly is destroyed. 

It is only excess of emotion which leads 
to demands in the Chicago press that 
militia shall be ordered to Belleville to 
protect the Salvationists and preserve 
the peace. There is nq condition of law- 
lessness or disorder Belleville with

which the Sheriff of 8 Cjair County 
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ageously upholding the cause which he es- 
pouses, can at the same time extend to all 
others that charity which he asks for him- 
self. I am glad that as we struggle on with 
intense earnestness in carrying forward 
those policies which we believe are of vital 
importance we can still, like brethren, stand 
side by side without fetinatyat there is 
in these contests anything that should draw 
forth personal animogdity.

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From this cause and from the shrinkage 
of the volume of primary money the aal- 
aries of all such have uniformly decreased 
for the past twenty years. Many who have 
held the same salary or have even had an 
increased remuneration for long and effi- 
cient services will not ige this. To such 
I will say: Look up the average weekly or 
monthly salary your employers have paid 
their men in twenty years, year by year. In 
striking the average leave out the sal- 
aries of officials. As your employers may 
not be inclined to give you this information 
correctly, I would advise your getting it 
confidentially through the bookkeeper. 

About one-half our population consists of 
farmers. They have been unable to earn 
a decent livelihood with cereals at their re- 
cent price, They owe their country mer- 
chant for all they have had to buy for two 
or three years, They dispensed with what- 
ever was net absolutely necessa As a 
consequence the merchant received no 
money except from such as were able to 
realize by mortgage on unincumbered prop- 
erty. The merchant could not buy from 
his jobber and the jobber could not buy 
from the factories, and the factories have 
either been compelled to close or to run 
with reduced forces under curtailed ex- 

nses, Ordinarily the jobber or manu- 

acturer could have h his notes dis- 
counted 2 per cent and realized money 
enough to work on, but now that the banks 
will discount country notes only at 8 to 2 
per cent he is compelled to carry them or 
lose his profit and more too. It is not the 
fault of the business houses that they have 
had to cut wages and reduce their working 
force.s Their orders have been small and 
collections slow. 

Wth the many farmers’ sons and other 
idle men anxious for positions, they have 
found it an easy matter to install cheaper 
service. The large corporations-.use a pe- 
culiar mode of reducing salaries. A $60 
man will be promoted to the position for- 
merly filled by a $100 man and receive an 
advance of $5 or $10; and a $40 man will 
be promoted to the position of the $60 man, 
with an increase of $5 or $10; and a $30 
man will be promoted without any in- 
crease. Now, if anyone doubts that aver- 
age clerical, office and store wages have 
been uniformly lowered the last swenty 
years, let him write me (with stamp) and I 
shall gladly give him privately such infor- 
mates as has come under my own observa- 

10m, 

We have seen statements that wages are 
always slow to increase, and that what has 
taken twenty years to come down will not 
jump up at once. Here we might ask: “Is 
not a slowly increasing salary more de- 
sirable than a perceptibly decreasing one?’”’ 
But that would be No argument. It is true 
enough that wages would not jump up like 
a jack-in-the-box. Neither would cereals. 
However, as the volume of redemption 
money grew produce would gradually in- 
crease in price, enabling the farmer and 
planter to pay his storekeeper. The latter 
could buy of his jobber, the jobber of the 
manufacturer. 

Remember, while following this reasoning 
that our farmers constitute about half our 
population. Then, while our demand for 
labor will increase by the opening of the 
factories and by the increased output of 
those now partly running, the supply of 
available labor will shrink by the return of 
the young generation to the once more prof- 
itable industry of farming. Many families, 
especially aliens, will leave our cities for the 
unimproved prairies of the West. Will wages 
then fall or rise in consequence? I'l] let the 
reader answer for himself. Nowing that 
not all offices would require new or addi- 
tional help, the average wages of office help 
would of necessity have to rise everywhere 
uniformly. 

It is being said that all prices would double 
before any rise in wages would take place. 
That is a gross fallacy. It is the increased 
demand on our clothing merchant that 
would necessitate increased orders from the 
manufacturer and not a rise of prices. If 
our wage-earners earn no more than they do 
to-day then surely there can be no increased 
demand. If they do earn more they can 


then buy many articles they have dispensed | 


with in times of depression. If the manufac- 
urers cannot keep pace with the increased 
emand it is then that prices will go up. It 
is purely a question of supply and demand 
when prices shall go up. 

Some ask: “If prices of all things go up 
with our increased incomes, where is the 
benefit?’ If there were no other benefit, 
we would at least see our 7,000,000 idle men 
employed and the 15,000,000 that are de- 
pendent on them fed and clothed. But 
there are other benefits. Our debts would 
not increase with our incomes; whatever 
did not lower in.price with the shrinkage 
of one redemption money would not rise 
the restoration to former conditions. 
prices of many articles have beén held 
up by the formation of trusts. These 
would not rise further, as the same candi- 
@ate that is pledged to the restoration of 
bimetallism is also the foe of all other 
trusts, besides the bankers’ trust. Those of 
us that are taxpayers would not find a 
proportionate increase of taxation, for mu- 
nicipal and government officials, whose 
Salaries were not lowered with the de- 
crease of alg money, would surely not 
be raised by the restoration of bimetallism.

DELIBERATELY ALLOWED BALTI- 
MORE TO BEAT THEM TWICE. 


GUMBERT AND HULEN ACCUSED 


Echoes of the Charges Made by Ward 
and Hanlon During the Past Two 
Years—General Sporting News. 


A cry has gone up from Philadelphia and 
Cincinnati, charging the Philadelphia base- 
ball team with deliberately “throwing”’ 
two games to Baltimore on Monday last.

They openly charge that Pitcher Gumbert 
and Shortstop Hul¢en of the Phillies delib- 
erately threw the second game away, and 


that Hulen was also responsible for the loss 
of the first contest. 

Up to the njnth inning of the first game 
the score was a tie. After two were out 
Keeler lifted a little pop ay back of sec- 
ond base. Hulen, apparently, had it safe 
when he stopped and looked at Hallman, 
who ve not near him. That won the game 
for Baltimore. 

The second game was worse. The Phillies 
were seven runs ahead in the ninth inning. 
Then, it is charged, Gumbert began tossin 
up easy ones and the Orioles hammered 
him hard. Instead of as him out of the 
box, Capt. Boyle allowed him to continue 
in face of a terrific cannonade. 

Even at that the Orioles could not have 
won had not Lave Cross and Hulen helped 


them. 

This is the way the lay-down is described 
by a Philadelphia base ball writer in the 
Cincinnati Enquirer: 

Kelley sent Cross an easy grounder, The 
little third baseman had plenty of time to 
catch Kelley, but threw so wild that Lajoie 
was forced to run off the base to get the 
ball. Robinson counted, but Baltimore still 
needed one to tie and two to win. The best 
Keeler could do was to pop up a fly to 
Hulen. eGraw and Kelley, who were on 
first, started for home. Hulen, who is a sure 
catch, and has not been known to drop such 
an easy fly this season, muffed the ball, and 
then, without even stopping to see whether 
he could catch Kelley at the plate, started 
for the club-house. hen he had dropped 
the ball KefMley was just rounding third, and 
a quick throw would have caught him at 
the plate. It was one of the most bare- 
fac “lay-downs’’ ever seen on the local 
grounds, and the team, especially Hulen, 
deserves @ severe censure.”

After a Spirited, but Harmonious, Con- 
test He Was Chosen as Candidate 
for Court of Appeals. 


It was after 5 o’clock Tuesday evening 
when the Judicial Convention for the East- 
tern District of Missour!, which had been in 
session all day at Uhrig’s Cave, concluded 
its work. 

When the second ballot was taken and the 
stampede to Judge C. C. Bland inaugurated, 
the convention went fairly wild. When 
Judge J. W. Booth withdrew, his supporters 
wanted the nomination made unanimous, 
but Chairman Fry insisted on having the 
roll call completed. The vote recorded 
stood: Bland, 187; Booth, 8; Dennis, 47; 
Cloud, 5, and Green 3. Then the nomination 
was made unanimous and Judge Bland 
Was escorted to the stage when he made an 
appropriate address to the enthusiastic 
crowd, 

The new Judicial Committee met in the 
evening and re-elected Thomas E. Barrett 
Chairman and James H. Pratt of Neosha 
Secretary. Judge Bland’s splendid record 
on the Circuit bench, where he has served 
fog the past sixteen years, will the com- 
mittee feels sanguine, insure his election 
over Judge R. E. Rombauer, his Republican 
opponent. 

The southern half of Missouri has no 
representative on the Appellate bench, and 
it is believed that many Republicans in that 
section will vote for Judge Bland.

SAYS HE DIDN’T STRIKE HER. 


James Moran Tells About His Encoun- 
ter With Miss Kate Clark.

He 
did not strike her, but pushed her away 
from him. Then she started after me and 
we both ran across the vacant lot there, 
with her after us. She only went'a short 
piece and then fell down and hurt her leg.

LITTLE DAMAGE WAS DONE. 


Both Times the Night Watchman Dis- 
covered the Blaze and Ezxtin- 
guished It With Little Effort.

After the Duilding and its contents had 
been damagéd to the extent of about $500, 
the firemen succeeded in extinguishing the 
flames. The loss is fully covered by in- 
surance. 

After the second blaze Foreman Reese 
investigated. 

He found just inside the door a quantity 
of rags, which had not been entirely con- 
eumed because the first fire was discovered 
directly after it had been kindled. 

Reese examined the door and the hole 
left for the cats. 

In forcing the fags through the hole 
geome of the oil had been squeezed out of 
it. It had dripped down the side of the door. 
Traces of it still remained on the woodwork 
and there was a little pool of oil on the 
outside door sill. 

On the other side of the building two 
panes of glass had been broken in a win- 
dow which was between two carpenter 
benches and directly over a pile of shavings. 

The window was intact before the fire. 
It had evidently been broken from without. 
There were fragments of glass on the 
floor of the shop under the window. 

“We suspect a young man who left the 
employ of the company two years ago,”’ 
said Foreman Reese, ‘“‘and has been hang- 
ing around out of work ever since. He 
was in the yard while we were putting out 
the fire, and let fall some remarks that 
made us suspect him.” 

The Niedringhaus Rolling Mills had been 
ehut down for six weeks until Monday, 
when operations were partially resumed.

That’s Why Speaker Kelley Did Not 
‘Present the Resignations of His 
Erstwhile Supporters. 


.The House of Delegates was not in an 
amiable mood when it met Tuesday even- 
ing, and everybody expected an eruption of 
bad humor, especially on the part of ‘“‘ins’’ 


who were smarting under the turn-down 
of the Railroad Committee last Friday 
night, but the session passed over quietly. 
rumor was prevalent that Speaker 
Kelley, imitating the English Premier when 
Parliament turns him down, would resign 
and take his place on the floor and make it 
warm for the despoilers of his prestige. 

But there is this difference between Speak- 
er Kelley and an English Premier: Mr. 
Kelley is an ordinary 8t. Louis Republican 
who thinks that while Brag is a good dog, 
Holdfast is a better one. ' 

Mr. Kelley Has no thought of resigning, 
though he would like to fall upon some plan 
to even up with Messrs. Bersch, Watson, 
Scherf, Schumacher and Lehman, who en- 
tered into the combine that made him 
Speaker instead of Louis Diekman, and who 
have since recanted and now propose to 
give him and his administration the marble 
heart. 

The story also is out that when the above 
quintette agreed to thrust the javelin into 
Diekman for Kelley’s benefit, that they 
placed in his hands their resignations with 
a string tied to them, which string consist- 
ed in not signing any date to the resigna~ 
tions. It is understood that had the resig- 
nations been dated, the Speaker would 
have laid them before the House last night. 

As stated in the Post-Dispatch of Satur- 
day last, there can be but little doubt 
about the reorganization of the House, but 
the anti-Kelleyites ll not make any fur- 
ther move in that difection until the win- 
ter session begins, in November. 

The city lighting bill, which came over 
from the Council, passed its first reading. 

A motion was made but laid over to in- 
crease the pay of temporary engineers for 
the new City Hall from $70 to $# per month. 

The Committee on Public Improvements 
still has the conduit/bills under considera- 
tion.
